The American public schools 
were founded for the express 
purpose of promulgating and 
perpetuating the American form 
of democracy. No school which 
falls to perform this function 
justifies Its establishment under 
that purpose. 

'•'• There are two ways in which 
' this objective   may be ap­ 

proached: First, the school It­ 
self may. be organized and: op 
erated on.   a .  democratic basis; 
second,-it may ijytruct'its >stu 
delfts .In the meaning and'prac­ 
tice'of democratic principles.

Torrance high school strives 
consistently to meet both . of 
these conditions. Aside from Its 
strictly administrative functions, 
the staff operates on a coopera­ 
tive basts. Faculty .meetings and 
faculty business Is done through 
committees, with opportunities 
extended to all members to par­ 
ticipate In development of poli­ 
cies and practices. We believe the 
school Is organized and operated 
In a democratic fashion.

Make Democracy Vital 
Instruction of students In the­ 

ory and practices of democratic 
government is accomplished thru 
two means: First, In every in­ 
structional unit where such in­ 
struction is feasible, fundamen­ 
ts] principles of democracy are 
studied. We attempt to define 
democracy, citizenship and sim­ 
ilar subjects in terms so simple 
and practical as to render them 
meaningful In everyday lives of 
students.

Second, every possible oppor­ 
tunity is utilized to give the 
student practice In functions of 
democratic control. The follow­ 
ing resume will Indicate the 
range of these opportunities and 
the manner In which they are 
utilized:

1. The constitution of the stu­ 
dent body is one of the finest, 
simplest and most democratic In­ 
struments of Its kind. It was de­ 
veloped through practice, com­ 
piled by a Joint faculty-student 
committee and adopted by a ma­ 
jority vote. j ':' "

2. The holding of office and 
participation of students In self- 
government Is encouraged pri­ 
marily because of value to the 
participants rather than as a 
means of control.

3. All elections are carried out 
In conformity to the procedure 
of adult society with Improve­ 
ments.  

4. One of these Improvements 
Is the selection of nominees over 
the party convention system em­ 
ployed by adult society. A nom­ 
inating, committee, chosen by 
popular vote selects from the 
list of applicants those whose 
records and fitness entitle them 
to run for office.

6. Only those who register 
during registration week may 
vote. The great register Is kept 
by members of the nominating 
committee functioning as an 
election committee.

6. Primaries and' final elec­ 
tions are held.

Bold Regular Campaigns
7. Problems of student control 

are not arbitrarily settled by 
faculty members but referred 
first to the student government 
group having jurisdiction.

8. Student government proce­ 
dures are based upon the dem­ 
ocratic principles accepted by 
adult society.

9. Campaigns are conducts 
before both the primary an 
final election. Candidates arepu 
to the test of declaring thel 
principles and platforms befor 
the assembled students.

10. Campaign managers learn 
legitimate ways of presenting 
the virtues of their candidates.

11. Successful candidates an 
publicly Inducted Into office.

"BEER BARREL POLKA" WINS 
AS WAR'S BIGGEST SONG HIT

LONDON (U.P.) Biggest song hit of this war is the 
"Beer Barrel Polha." Canadian soldiers sang it when they 
debarked in England, Australian and New Zealand soldiers 
sang it when they filed down the gangplank in the Middle 
Bast. English soldiers sang it as they trudged through the 
mud of Prance. And shelter-'
dwellers In London sing It while 
the bombs whistle down about 
them.

So far It has sold nearly a 
million copies and it's still a 
good seller.

Running a close second on Eng­ 
land's "hit parade" is the Amer­ 
ican best-seller, "South of the 
Border," which, Incidentally, was 
written by England's best known 
song-writing team, Jimmy Ken­ 
nedy and Michael Carr. That, 
too, has sold nearly a half mil­ 
lion copies.

Third place probably goes to 

Wish Me Luck as You Wave 
Me Good-Bye," with which 
Grade Fields, the English com­ 
edienne now in the United States, 
sang her way into the hearts of 
the British army, navy and air 
force. Some 480,000 copies have 
been sold. *

Song: of France
Carr, working alone, wrote the 

song that is in fourth place, 
'Somewhere In France," whose 
popularity waned after the Brit- 
sh retreat to Dunkirk. It soldi 

400,000 copies.  
But "none of the songs of this

war approaches the sales of Eng­ 
land's hits of the World War. 
For Instance, "It's a Long, Long 
Way to Tipperary," sold 5,000,000 
conies, "Roses of Picardy," 
000,000 and "Keep the Home 
Fires Burning" more than 1,000,- 
000 copies.

Publishers attribute the drop 
in sales of songs to the radio,-on 
which a popular song today, is 
literally "played to death",' Jn 
about 13 weeks, whereas during 
the last war the average life of a 
hit song was two years.

Social Clubs Must 
Pay $48 License 
Yearly in County

Effective Feb. 13, so-called so­ 
cial clubs In Lomlta and other 
unincorporated territory will be 
required to pay a fee of $12 a 
quarter, amounting to $48 a year, 
under an ordinance adopted this 
week by the board of supervis­ 
ors.  

In addition, proprietors of the 
clubs will be required to take 
down all screens at the front of 
the rooms where pool tables arc 
placed, so that full view of the 
interior is not hidden from the 
street.

The ordinance was recom­ 
mended after complaints from 
pool hall operators that while 
they were required to pay $1 per 
month on each fable the so-called 
social clubs avoided payment of 
license fees.
